night, according to a report 
to Sheriff Walter A. Shay’s of-| 
fice. 


Rothrock, a 
World*War veteran and spas- 
modically a brilliant attorney, 
fled from the hospital wearing 
the blue denim uniform of the 
patients. Officers throughout 
the valley were furnished with 
a deseription of Rothrock, 
who, although not dangerous, 
is a eunning and resourceful 
mental deficient, hopelessly in- 
sane. 


Practiced Law For Year 

Rothrock, who practiced law 
in San Bernardino for nearly 
|a year, cashed a number of 
bad checks and fled from the 
city early in ‘the year. ; 

Three weeks later, Roth- 
rock was arrested in Seattle 
after holding a girl a virtual 
prisoner in a hotel for three 
days, she escaping when the 
attorney fell asleep. Rothrock 
was returned to Riverside, 
where he was charged with 
forgery, and, after manths in 
ithe county jail, was adjudged 
insane by a lunanecy commis- 
sion. The criminal charges 
were dismissed with 
rock’s commitment 
asylum,

mogt daily in New York, For 
several years the machine had 
ite ups and downs, for every 
time the machine went out of 
commission men laughed, but 
the perseverance of Mergen- 
thaler finally brought the ma- 
chine before expert mechanics. 
Mergenthaler had the idea, 
which was simply one of fore- 
ing molten’ metal against a 
dye, having the dyes or mats 
go back to their respective 
position and at the same time 
produce a bar on which ap- 
peared type from which _ an 
impression could be made. All 


of this had to be done auito-! 


matically or the machine was 
of no value. 

From that day. to this the 
machine has heen improved 
and is now the combination of 
hundreds of ideas of printers 
and mechanics welded’ into a 
perfect whole,

County Turns 
Down $50,000 
Road Request 


Supervisor Grier Writes Fed- 
eral Man Reminding Him 
That No. Tax Will Be Lev- 
ied To Build Road 





San Bernardino Ceunty will 
not appropriate $50,000 to- 
ward the building of the pro- 
posed ‘‘high gear’’ road from 
Panorama Point in the upper 
Watterman canyon to the sum- 
mit, Chairman Grier of the 
Board of Supervisors advised 
the federal bureau of public 
roads. 

Mr. Grier’s letter was in 
reply to a statement by ©. H. 
Sweetser, bureau engineer, 
that the federal officials had 
agreed with the California 
Highway Commission to mod- 
ify the original proposal ‘to 


Squirrel Inn. In the program 
the supervisors had agreed to 
eonstruct a link to connect 
the highway with Crestline, 
eliminating ‘the ‘‘switch backs. 
- Project Can’t Be Financed 

It has been found impossible 
to finance the original project, 
Engineer Sweetser explained, 
and asked if the supervisors 
would contribute to a program 
of building the. highway from 
the eanyon to the incline. ° 

The county’s agreement was 
to build the link with its own 
equipment end employes, Mr. 
Grier reminded the federal 
engineer, the supervisors flat-

Major Gerald C. Brant was one of the 
chief witnesses for Brig. Gen. William Mit- 
chell last year in his court-martial at Wash- 
ington. Major Brant was one of two air of- 
ficers then attached to the general stag. 

Mitchell, it will be remembered, champion- 
ed unification of the air service under a sin- 
gle command, complaining flying officers were 
compelled to take orders from ‘‘swivel chair 
aeronauts,’’ and that the service was being 
inefficiently administered. 

Brant took the stand and corroborated 
Mitehell in many of his charges. He said a 
lack of unified command greatly hampered 
the joint army and navy maneuvers in 
Hawaii, and brought dissensions which would 
have been dangerous in time of war. Asked 
to place the blame for the lack of harmony, 
he said: 

“The present economy program and the 
system under which it works.’’ 

Colonel Mitchell left the air service rather 
than submit to the sentence of the court- 
martial. But Major Brant, who supported 
his charges, has just been promoted to chief 
executive officer for Trubee Davidson, assis<- 
ant secretary of war, in charge of aviation.

Gullion, who spoke for the government at the 
Mitchell court-martial. 

‘‘T have known him for twenty-five years, 
and I like him.

old Trails Road 
To Be Widened 
Through Cajon 





Engineer Sullivan Requests 
Supervisors To Obtain the 
Right-of-Way At Once— 
Eliminate Sharp Curves 





Reconstruction ‘of the Na- 
tional Old Trails Highway thru 
Cajon Pass, eliminating the 
sharp ecurves.and widening of 
the roadway to 30 feet, is in- 
cluded in a project announced 
yesterday by E. Q. Sullivan, 
division engineer of the Cali- 
fornia Highway Commission. 

Engineer Sullivan requested 
the board of supervisors to 
obtain right-of-way immediate- 
ly on the upper ‘two-mile link 
of the highway for which an 
appropriation of $55,000 will 
be made by the commission, 
probably within a few weeks. 


Survey Provides For 1000- 
Foot Turn 

The survey of the two-mile 
link, beginning at the summit, 
provides for a 1,000-foot turn 
to eliminate a series of sharp 
curves, another 300-foot turn 
midway on the road and a 
200-foot ‘turn at the foot of 
the heavy gf¥ade> ~The new 
road will be cut through the 
hills, providing an even grade 
with the minimum degree of 
curvature. 

The roadway will be 32 feet 
in width through the cuts. 
The plan is that the roadway 
will not be paved for a year, 
engineerg thus permitting ‘the 
fills to pack before the econ- 
erete or macadam pavement is 
laid. This work will probably 
require a year. The paving 
will be 20 feet-in width. 

Later the entire course of 
the road up the mountain ‘to 
the summit will be realigned. 
At this time the road from the 
valley to the summit will be 
paved—one of the _ biggest 
state highway projects in 
years. 

At the summit, the new 
roadway will extend directly 
through the site now occupied 
by the Summit Inn, some 30

Export Business is 


Growing Fast . 





This year has marked the largest 
citrus export business in the his- 
toory of Californif; according to 
figures just furnished by the Cali- 
fernia Fruit Growers Exchange. 


The last European shipment of 
the year, leaving early in Octo- 
ber, will carry 380,000 boxes of 
;Oranges, making a total for Er- 
change orange shipments for the 
season, of 140,253 boxes. The Ex- 
change has also sent forward 32, 
699 boxes of grapefruit to Brit- 
ish and Contiental ports. In car- 
load quantities this is equiva- 
lent to 350 cars of oranges and 
81 cars of grapefruit. Small, scat- 
tered shipments have also been 
made by some shippers outside of 
the Exchange. Sixty-four thousand 
two hundred sixty-four boxes were 
shipped in 1923-1924, the largest 
previous year. 

No lemons ar eexported to Bu- 
rope, due to the dominence of 
the Italian lemon in European 
markets. The trans-Pacific lemon 
export business, though smai!, is 
constantly growing, particularly to 
Japanese markets. Quantities of 
cranges are going forward nearly 
every week to such ports as 
Yokahama, Kobe, Shanghat Hong 
Kong, Manila and Singapore. 

The Exchange ships direct to its 
London agent who in turn redis- 
tributes all over the British Isles, 
Belgium, Holland, Germany and 
other European countries. Although 
some direct shipments are made 
to Japanese markets, the bulk of 
the business is handled through 
San Francisco exporters who took 
125,000 boxes of oranges and lem- 
ons, or 300 cars, for that purpose 
during the season just closing.

Call it what you will—the knitted 
jumper ts a practical thing, easily 
adapted to either work or play.

the new tones can be a very lovely 
affair—one might even venture to 
wear it of an afternoon, if events 
are not to be too formal. But for 
the golf course or the tennis 
match—to wear over one’s sports 
togs, or for extra warmth while 
watching a match—it is absolute 
perfection. Coats of this type are, 
usually, full-lined with crepe de 
chine and the tailoring is exquisite. 
Not a detail is neglected and the 
result is utterly satisfactory to the 
wearer and the observer. 

Some of these flannel coats are 
double breasted with notched col- 
lar and are slit-pocketed, a belt 
running through and _ buttoning 
over with two buttons. There is 
smartness in the braid-bound flan- 
nel coat that is single breasted with 
six buttons to secure it safely, with 
this type of coat—perhaps because 
of its extreme tailored effect, a 
boutonniere seems imperative, 
Then there are adaptations of the 
cape coat—you may not have had 
a new spring wrap and feel you 
must enjoy the jaunty cape—some 
with separate capes and others 
with cape sleeves. 

Pictured, we have the wrap- 
over type that makes use of a pat- 
terned fabric, the diagonal stripes 
affording the trimming. Its very 
simplicity recommends it, and it 
represents a definite style in the 
coat mode, a style that makes use 
of summer fur at the neck. Soft, 
short-haired furs are best for the 
purpose, for warmth is not im- 
perative, some even prefer to use 
a separate fur scarf, thus collar- 
ing the.coat when desired, but 
leaving the fur at home on a day 
that prophesies genuine heat. 

The coat of fine cashmere is a@ 
little more dressy than the one of 
flannel, and takes to itself little 
elaborations of color and trimming 
—the former identified with the 
other many times.

One does not answer. 
selections are provided by the 
school board. Another says com- 
mittee on course of study pro- 
vides a list. One says teachers 
may follow a book of selections. 
Twenty say there fs no rute.
